U.N. Council Is Upset Anew

L um um ba had been assassinated 
in secessionist Kasai province.

tion council. 
L iberia’s delegate proposed that 
the council adjourn its debate u n ­ 
til later. He said he wanted to 
consult with other African nations 
on the latest incident. Chief U.S. 
Delegate Adlai E. Stevenson su p­ 
ported the L iberian’s proposal. 
H am m arskjold said he had re ­ 
ceived confirmation of the slay­ 
ings from his special rep resen ta­ 
tive in the Congo. Indian diplo­ 
m at R ajeshw ar Bayal, who p re ­ 
viously had reported fears for the 
safety of the pro-Lum um ba group. 
The slain m en were among sev­ 
en tran sferred earlier this month 
to Kasai P rovince by Congo P re s ­ 
ident Joseph K asavubu. L um um ba

after 
being 
tran sferred 
to 
secessioniast 
K a ­ 
tanga Province by Kasavubu. 
H am m arskjold protested vigor­ 
ously against the latest slayings. 
He said the action w as “ hum iliat­ 
ing and corroding to the United 
N ations.” 
The secretary-general gave no 
details, but said an aide of Albert 
Kalonji, president of South Kasai, 
had told Bayal the six were dead. 
The dead include Je a n Finant, 
ex-president of Oriental Province;

Sources said Cuban authorities 
m ade d e sp era te efforts to get sub­ 
stantial quantities of carbon black 
in Canada but failed. They turned 
next to E urope, seeking offers on

without im m ed iate result. 
Washington banned U S exports 
of everything but food and m ed i­ 
cine to Cuba fou r months ago in 
retaliation

He is the middle man for for­ 
eign and domestic banks with idle 
funds and the investor who scents 
a good thing in a bond or stock 
but

swing the deal. 
There are only a few such bro­ 
kers in the field and demand for 
their services fluctuates widely. 
During the big 1958 flurry in U.S. 
government 
bonds, 
single loans 
ran as high as $50 million. (The 
bonds dropped so far below re­ 
demption price as to tempt many 
with little cash.) 
D. H. Blair & Co. estimates that 
on an average day around $4.5 
million in new loans are floated 
and perhaps $600 million are out­ 
standing. It has handled as much 
as $30 million in a day and usual­

Garvin-Bantel k Co. says it has 
had as much as $140 million from 
one bank alone to place 
Here is how the money broker 
works:

In W ages Planned 
For His Companies 


DAYTON, Ohio (AIM—A Day­ 
ton business man says he has of­ 
fered President Kennedy a sug­ 
gestion for helping to revitalize the 
national economy. He said he is in­ 
stalling applicable parts of the 
program in his own firms here. 
He is 52-year-old Arthur Door­ 
man who controls 16 firms em ­ 
ploying some 1.51X1 persons. He 
listed these suggestions "to help 
create buying power'* as among j 
those he is adopting here effec­ 
tive May I: 
1. He will institute a 35 - hour 
week at his Sucher Packing Co. 
and several smaller manufactur­ 
ing firms where about 400 em­ 
ployes will be affected. At the 
same time he will increase wages 
25 cents an hour to bring pay­ 
checks up to the 40-hour level and 
will pay overtime after 35 hours. 
2. He will increase minimum 
hourly wages for about 800 per­ 
sons employed in his seven depart­ 
ment 
stores and three smaller 
firms to $1.50 an hour for men 
and $1 25 for women. The present 
rates are $1.25 and $1.12Mj cents, 
respectively. The 300 employes not 
affected are executives and other 
salaried workers in the various 
firms, he said. 
In his telegram to the Presi­ 
dent. Beerman suggested as a na­ 
tional 
application, 
revisions 
in 
minimum wages and length of 
work week. 
“ We want to help create new 
buying power.” he said. “ We feel 
that in our small way we can start 
such a movement along the way 
in hope others will follow suit.” 
Beerman also suggested various 
tax changes and other measures 
to aid the economy. He called for 
a 50 per cent reduction in estate 
taxes, reduction in personal in­ 
come taxes and in increase in 
individual income tax exemptions. 
He would also "drastically reduce 
paperwork requirements for small 
businesses” because of the expense 
and "stifling effect” on these con­ 
cerns. 
Another proposal calls for set­ 
ting up an agency to acquire man­ 
ufactured products, food, 
and ot^er goods produced in tKe j 
United States for export at 50 per 
cent discount. 
"This would place our goods in 
competition with foreign products 
abroad,” he said. 
He also said this would tend to 
absorb unemployment and fully | 
utilize the "giant productive ca­ 
pacity of this country.” 
"I have no fear.”* he declared 
“ that increased labor costs from 
these proposals will be too onerous. 
The 
confidence 
and 
new 
vigor 
that these proposals will give bus­ 
iness will be a sufficient offset.” 
Beerm an's proposals to raise 
wages during a recession is typi­ 
cal of a caieer often marked by 
the unusual.

Lake Erie-Ohio River 
Survey Asked by Solon 
YOUNGSTOWN, Ohio (AP) — 
Rep. Michael J. Kirwan. D-Ohio, 
has asked the Army Corps of 
Engineers to include $280.(MX> in 
a supplemental appropriations bill 
to provide for a survey of the 
proposed Lake 
Erie-Ohio 
River 
waterway. 
The hill is a part of President 
Kennedy’s program to give a boost 
to business. Total cost of the sur­ 
vey would be $530,000, but work 
could be started with an appro­ 
priation of $280,000, the rest to 
come in a regular appropriations 
measure. The survey would take 
about three years.
